; "■" ' inquiry 

Victoria, 21st Dec, 1881. 

Meeting of firo wardens to investigate 
respecting tho contract for constructing 
cistorn at tho corner of North Park atroot 
and Quadra srteet, on tho resolution of 
Cotm. McLean. , 

Mr. Harris stated that tho contract was 
awarded to Gilligan and Cathcart $179, 
the next lowest tender boing Willis Bond 
at $3-19. Tho contract included tho re- 
moval of the earth. 

Willis Bond, examined said: — I made 
arrangements to move tho earth, tho con- 
tractors stating that thoy had to do it un- 
der tho contract. I was tu r< coive 837 
for tho work. I had removed a few loads 
when Couns. Kinsman and Boyd came 
up. Kinsman said to me, " Are you 
charging the contractors for moving the 
earth / I replied, it is not always that I 
laugh at a councillor; I work for silvor, 
not for clay. Kinsman then said, if the 
contractors have to pay you for this the 
sooner thoy discharge you tho better for 
them. I said to Coun. Boyd if tho Coun- 
cil intended to move the earth at their 
expense I should like to have tho job. 
Boyd and Kinsman replied thoy had a 
man to whom thoy were going to give tho 
work who was entitled to it. I asked who 
it was. Thoy replied Mr. J. W. Wil- 
liams. At this time I was negotiating 
with Mr. Spencer to sell him the earth 
for §15. Questioned by Coun. Kinsman. 
Did I not tell Gilligan that Mr. Williams 
would be hero to-morrow to take away 
tho earth i No; I did not hear it. Coun. 
Wriglos\TC7th asked if he (Bond) had of- 
fered tho contractors before signing the 
contract a sum of money to throw up the 
contract and let him tako it? Mr. Bond 
replied, the contractors proposed to mo 
to give them §f>0 and thoy would throw 
up the contract. Before I gavo them an 
answer I called upon Coun. McLean and 
asked him what was he going to do with 
tho tenders for the cistern ? Coun. Mc- 
Lean said that ho had spoken to Mr. 
Harris about it, who said that tho con- 
tractors had not tendered according to 
plan and specification. Ho (Coun. Mc- 
Loan) did not know how it would bo; it 
was left in tho hands of Mr. HarriB and I 
had bettersco Mr. Harris about it, but that 
tho lowest legitimate tender would get tho 
job. I afterwards saw Gilligan and offer- 
ed him §25 not to sign tho contract. Ho 
would not accept my offer. After tho 
contractors had signed the contract thoy 
made an agreement with me to removo 
the earth for §37. 

Coun. VigoliuS examined— Did you 
sanction tho removal of the earth by tho 
City Council f Mr. Kinsman askod mo 
if I would agree to its removal by tho 
Council, or tho contractors would throw 
up tho work, having taken it too low. I 
answered that I would agreo that tho 
Council should do it. Did you know that 
Bond had arranged with the contractors 
to remove tho earth for §37? Answer — I 
did not. 

Coun. Shakespeare examined- — Did you 
consent that the Council should remove 
tho earth ? Coun. Kinsman came to me 
after tho contractors had begun their 
work and 1 consented to the Council re- 
moving tin earth. I did not know that 
Bond had agreod with tho contractors to 
move tho earth for §37. 

Coun. Boyd examined — Coun. Kinsman 
and I went to see the contractors Boon 
afrer they had begun the work. The con- 
tractors wanted the Council to removo 
tho earth, as they had taken tho work too 
low and could not make grub. They had 
contracted with Bond to move the earth 
for §37, and Bond was going to sell tho 
earth for "a bit" a load. Bond told me, 
when Kinsman and I were at the cistern, 
that ho had contracted to take away the 
earth for $37. - Coun. Kinsman and I 
concluded that it was better for the Coun- 
cil to put on teams, take the earth away, 
and use it on tho streets. Wo had not at 
this time arranged with any one to move 
tho earth. 

Coun. Wriglesworth oxamined--When 
tenders were received in Council Bond's 
tender was §349, Giiligan'a §179. Tho 
city engineer's estimate was §317. I was 
satisfied that tho contractors could not do 
tho work for the money. I recommend- 
ed tho street committee that the Council 
should removo the oarth, as it was in spe- 
cification that tho City could claim the 
earth and remove it. I was satisfied that 
if this was not donothe contractors would 
throw up the contract and it would cost 
the city more. 

Coun. Kinsman examined— I saii in 
Council when tenders were read that I 
was sure that (iilligan could not do the 
work for the money. I talked afterwards 
with the City Engineer, who said that the 
contractors ought to have sent in a price 
for moving tho earth along with their 
tender. I said the contractors have but 
little experience and that we ought not to 
exact too much from them. That wo 
might take the earth away, but that tho 
contract specified that tho contractors 
should do it. I went to seo tho contrac- 
tors when they were working. (iilligan 
said: We want you to take tho earth 
away. I replied, Vou have tho contract 
to do it. Gilligan said: It is optional 
with the Council to do it or not. I said 
again: You must do it. (iilligan replied : 
You ought not to be too hard on a poor 
man, as you.kno\y it is optional with tho 
Council to do it or not. I replied: Well, I will 
seo tho Council about it. Aftorwards I 
saw Couns. Boyd, Yigelius and Shakes- 
peare. They agreed that tho Council 
should do tho work of moving theoarth. I 
went to soe Conn. McLean about it, but 
he was out. I should have said that I 
first saw Mr. Harris and heard from him 
that it was optional with the Council to 
removo tho earth or not. Boyd and I 
talked over the matter as to whom we 
should give the job to removo tho earth 
and agreed to givo it to Mr. J. W. Wil- 
liams, as he had not done any work for 
us of late. We told Mr. Williams to send 
his teams to do the work next morning. 
Diroctly aftor telling Mr. Williams, Boyd 
and I wont to (iilligan at tho work, and 
told him that wo would send teams to do 
tho work next morning. Bond who was 
there said, why not let mo move tho 
earth ( I answered, we have already got 
a man to do it, you have just had a §09 
job. Then 1 said, are you charging the 
contractors for moving tho clay i Bond 
gavo an evasive amiwor. I then said to 
Bond, are you selling it? Ho replied, 
"I am lo got a bit a load for it" 1 said;

that will not pay you. I asked Gilligan 
"If ho was paying Bond for moving tho 
oarth? Gilligan would not reply. I said, 
if you are you had butter got rid of him. 
If Coun. Boyd's statement was correct, 
that when Boyd and himself went'tp tho 
cistern to seo the contractors, thoy, Boyd 
and himself knew that the contractors 
had agreed to pay Bond for moving tho 
earth, then ho (Coun. Kinsman) would 
givo up, as this was what Coun. McLean 
had charged them with, but for his part 
ho did not know it. 

Coun. Boyd, subsequently stated to tho 
Mayor that ho wished to correct his state- 
ment, as on thinking tho matter over ho 
felt convinced that Coun. Kinsman's 
statement was correct, to tho effect that 
beforo going to tho contractors Coun. 
Kinsman and himself had arranged with 
Mr. Williams to move tho earth. 

Mr. Cathcart examined by Coun. Kins- 
man. — Did you tell mo that you had con- 
tracted with Bond to haul the oarth ! 
Answer, no. Do you think that I knew 
of it? Answer, no. Do you know of a 
contract with Bond to move the earth i 
Yos, wo agreed to give him §30 to mine 
it. Yes, he had moved three loads.

The Board of Trade are moving the 
Dominion government to abolish the 
petty impost known as the bill stamp 
tax. The revenue from that source 
last year rrom the whole Dominion 
waa only S175,800, while the annoyance 
and inconvenionce caused to business 
men by tho imposition was consider- 
able. Columbians have never looked 
with favor on bill stamps. For :i long 
time after confederation the operation 
of the act in this province was sus- 
pended out of deferonco to tho popular 
wish; and it was only within the last 
twelve months that tho stamps came 
in here. In revenue from this source 
we do not think the province has con- 
contributed in all $4001) — a mere drop 
in the bucket when larger contributions 
from other sources are considered. If 
stamps yielded two or three millions of 
dollars annually r.here would he sense 
in continuing it; but when the revenue 
amounts to the paltry figure we have 
quoted, the tax is not worthy the trou- 
ble required to enforce it. In the 
United States bill stamps have been 
tried and abandoned, us voxatious and 
expensive. As a revenue-producer it 
was as insignificant, comparatively as,in 
Canada. In country places stamps are 
exceedingly difficult to obtain; and 
where noies are seat down minus the 
stamps they require to be doubly 
stamped by way of a line for 
non-compiknee with a law which 
it was impossible to obey. The fine, 
like the tax, is small; but still there 
remains the question of inconvenience 
to be considered. The turnpike charges 
used to be small; but the collection of 
tho toll was vexatious and annoying to 
tho public and it was abandoned. Any 
tax or impost that may tend to com- 
plicate business operations should, as 
far as may be consistent with the needs 
of tho treasury, be abolished; and as 
it can be shown that bill stamps arc a 
nuisance while they do not produce 
sufficient revenue to make it any ob- 
ject for the government to continue 
their use, the government should eon 
s^nt to their discontinuance. The 
Hamilton Spectator and other con- 
servative journals take a similar view 
of this matter and it is highly proba- 
ble that next session the government 
will consent to relinquish the impoRt.

The audacity with which the hist 
"no rent " manifesto of the American 
branch of tho Land League is oeing post- 
ed throughout Ireland is puzzling even 
the authorities, who have long been 
accustomed to the mysterious appear- 
ance of forbidden documents on all pro- 
minent places, both in (own and coun- 
try.

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Jan. 13. — Davidge 
continued to discuss the evidenco 
which he had arranged chronologically.

The district attorney in 
a ringing speech protested against 
Guiteau being allowed to take a seat at 
the counsel table. • (Applause from 
audience with shouts from Guiteau and 
cries of order from the bailitV made an 
exciting scene for some minutes.) 
Guiteau was finally heard shouting 
through the din, "American people 
will real my speech and they are 
greater than this court. American 
people arc trying this case. If you 
undertake to put on the gag law in 
court they will right me. My 
speech will make eight columns and it 
reads like an oration of Cicero. It 
will go thundering down the ages and 
don't you forget it. And as for Cork- 
hill, President Arthur will dispose of 
him." ftl rs. Scoville was deeply affect- 
ed and we|>t hysterically. Judge Cox 
finally told Scoville to rend over the 
prisoner's speeeh and lot the court know 
in the morning if there was anything 
he desired to go before the jury. With- 
out stating whether he would permit 
the prisoner to speak or not Judge Cox 
ordered the court to be adjourned. 
Davidge alluded briefly to the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Dunmirp, the divorced 
wife of prisoner, who did not hesitate 
to testify emphatically that he was a 
sane man. "She don't know about 
me," called out Guiteau. "1 have not 
seen her for eight years." Mrs. Sco 
ville who had been busily writing all 
morning, shook her head angrily and 
ejeculated, '-'She's a liar, anyhow." 
Her brother whispered a warning, but 
she repeated the comment still more 
emphatically. 

Wild Horse, Jan. 13. — Disaatfac- 
tion among workmen on the Pacific 
railroad at the recent order from Man 
ager Hoxie reducing their wages to 
$1. 15 a day has culminated 500 miles 
west of Dallas. The pay car being 
mistaken for lloxie's private car was 
side-tracked by a large force of desper- 
ate men determined to lynch Hoxie. 
They piled wood around the car for the 
purpose of roasting him and it was with 
great difficulty that Major Kretz, the 
paymaster, convinced the mob that he 
was not Hoxie. The paymaster after 
beingdetained 48 hours has been allow- 
ed to leave town. 

Washington, Jan. 13. — Upon the 
opening of the court Guiteau said: In 
justice to myself and Davidge I demre 
to say I received a letter yesterday de- 
nouncing Davidge and my remarks 
against him were based upon that. I 
have found out,however,thatT was mis- 
taken and that Davidge is a high- 
toned Christian gentleman and a sound 
lawyer, I desire, therefore, to with- 
draw anything I said against him. I 
still maintain the same opinion of Cork- 
hill, however. I am satisfied I was 
wrong about Davidge; but rightabout 
Cork-hill. 

Washington, Jan. 12. — The presi- 
dent has approved of the joint re- 
solution tendering the thanks of the 
people of the U. S. to the Khedive of 
Egypt for the gift of the obelisk.

PERILS IN THE AIR. 

L0S3 OP- A BALLOON IN THE! 
ENGLISH CHANNEL "WITH AN 
M- P. ON BOARD. 

A&vonturea of Aoron&pts. 

There ih now every reason for be- 
lieving that Mr. Walter Powell, the 
conservative member for Malmesbiiry, 
who was curried out to sea in the bal- 
loon from near Bridgeport, has pedal* 
ed. The balloon, Which was named the 
Saladin, wasjthe proporty of the War 
Office, but about six months ago it was 
lent by the government to tho Meteo- 
rological Society, for whom Capt Tern 
pier and his associates made Jthoir as- 
cent at Bath. On leaving Bath the 
balloon was carried over .Somerset to 
Exeter, thence to Dorset. Near Brid 
; >rt the aeronauts attempted to de- 
scend. The balloon struck the ground 
with great violence and Capt. Templer 
was thrown out, sufForing a severe 
shaking and having his finger broken. 
This caused the balloon to rise, and as 
it did so Mr. Gardner fell out at. a 
height of eight feet, breaking his leg. 
Mr. Powell remained in the car and 
was then rapidly carried out to sea in 
ajsouth easterly direction. When last, 
seen he was waving his hand to Cant. 
Templer. ft is not known at present 
how far the balloon was carried but ns 
nothing has been hoard of it from the 
Channel islands or from Franco it is 
feared that it has been lost in the sea. 

A letter from Brid port states: "At 
four o'clock on Saturday afternoon the 
balloon reached Symondsbury, a village 
a short distanco from Bridport. Hero 
the voyagers inquired where they were, 
and were told Bridport was only a. mile 
distant and that the sea was equally 
near. Mr. Gardner says it was their 
intention then to efl'cct an immediate 
landing. The current, however, 
was stronger than th -y had 
imagined, and they suddenly fdund 
themselves close to the sua. All en- 
deavour to select a favorable spot for 
their purposes was then abandoned, 
and they made every effort to land at 
once. Tho car dragged the ground 
arc! the aeronauts were thrown over 
each other in the car, two of them, as 
already stated, Captain Templer and 
Mr. Gardner, being finally thrown out. 
The balloon was soon lost sigh l|of in the 
darkness, but it was affirmed by some 
that it fell into the sea." 

From Weymouth news comes as fol- 
lows:—" The Commodore, which was 
provided with grappling irons, has 
dragged the spot where the (balloon is 
supposed to have fallen, but without 
success. Nothing definite is known as 
to whether the balloon struck t ho sea 
or not." 

Mr. Powell, M. P., who was educat- 
ed at Rugby, and was 39 years of age, 
had often been Captain Terapler's com- 
panion, and was noted for his fearless- 
ness and enthusiasm in the art and 
practice of ballooning. Several times 
he had expressed a fixed determination 
to cross the Atlantic in a balloon to 
America, stating that neither tho di- 
mensions of the balloon, the cost, nor 
tho danger should deter him from the 
attempt. The Saladin is a compara- 
tively new balloon, having been con- 
structed by the committee at the Royal 
Arsenal about three years since, and 
it iB the largest the war department 
has, its cubical contents being 38,000 
feet. Several others wero built about 
the sarno time, including the Saracen, 
the Talisman and tho Crusader, Tim 
Saladin was not composed of silk, ns 
the fash ion Jwas, but of strong calico, 
dressed inside and out with oil and 
coloring matter, which rendered it 
quite impervious to air and moisture. 
Inflated with hydrogen gas, it has lift- 
ed as much as 70 lbs. per 1,000 cubic 
feet, and with coal gas 40 lbs. per .1000 
cubic feet. Such an envelope, in good 
condition and only half full of 
common gas, would bo capable of sup- 
porting the weight of the car and one 
man for several days. It is stated that 
there was sufficient gas in the balloon 
to carry it to tho Continent unless ad- 
verse currents prevented it. The in- 
jured gentlemen do not think the bal- 
loon sustained material damage from 
its collision with the ground,, 

CAPTAIN TEMI'LEIt's accoi N'T. 

In a letter to tho Secrotary of the 
Meteorological Office Captain Templer 
gives the following-account of the dis- 
aster : — "On Saturday the 10th of 
December, I ascended at Bath, accom- 
panied by Mr. Walter Powell and Mr. 
A gg Gardner, at 1:55 p. m., for tho 
purpose of taking the temperature of 
the air, and the amount of snow in tho 
air, for Meteorological Office. I clear- 
ed the snow cloud at 4,000 feet altitude ; 
tho temperature of thoBO clouds was 28 
degrees and tho wet-bulb thermometer 
read 2(5 degrees. At 4,200 feet we 
passed over Wells, the time being 2 
hours 50 minutes. At this height I 
worked over Glastonbury ; the tom- 
perature now rose to 41 degrees, and 
the sky was perfectly clear. I passed 
then between Soraerton and Langport, 
and I here found that I was in a N. 
iW. current. I asked Mr. Powell 
to send tho balloon up to 6,000 feet to 
ascertain the temperature of a 3mail 
band of cirru?. I found this tem- 
perature to he 31 dogrees, and then I 
asked him to place me at 2,000 feet 
altitude, to regain the N. k W. current, 
and we then came in view of Crew- 
kerne. I now kept at a low altitudo 
until I reached Bedminnter. Mr. Pow- 
ell here observed that we were going at 
thirty miles an hour, and hero we 
first heard the roar of the sea. The 
balloon suddenly rose to 4,000 feet. 
At this time I said to Mr. Powell, 'Go 
down to within 100 feet of the earth 
and ascertain our exact position.' We 
coasted along close to the ground until 
we reached Symondsbury. I here call- 
ed to a man and asked him how far tho 
distance was to Bridport and he said 
about a I askod mile. Mr. Pow- 
ell to prepare to « tako in,' our pace 
now increasing to thirty-five mile* an 



hour. To avoid the littie village of 
Neape, Mr. Powell threw] out some 
ballast. This took us to 1,500 feet 
elevation, and wo had still two miles 
to get in. I opened the valve and de- 
scended about 150 yards short of the' 
clifi'- The balloon, on touching ; the 
grc.ur i. dragged a few feet, and I roll- 
ed out of the car with the valve line in 
my hand. This caused the balloon to 
ascend about S feet, when Mr. Gardner 
dropped off and unfortunately broke 
hiH leg. 1 found that the rope was 
baing pulled through my hands, and 1 
called to Mr. Powt II who was stand- 
ing in the car to oorao down the line. 
Ho took hold of the line, and in a few 
more seconds the line was torn through 
my hands. The balloon rose rapidly. 
Mr. Powell waved his band to mo and 
I. took his compass bearings, and I 
found that he was going in a S. \ E. 
direction. Some men coming up, 1 
placed Mr. Gardner in their charge, 
and sent word to the Coastguard and 
Bridport harbourmaster to keop a good 
look out and to go out with boats. I 
then proceeded to Bridport. and tele- 
graphed to tho commanding officer of 
Royal Engineers, Weymouth, to have 
a steamer in readiness for me to go in 
search. 1 proceeded to Weymouth and 
found the steamship Commodore, with 
steam up. I here received .a telegram 
from tho Bridport harbourmaster, say 
ing that the balloon had been seen to 
drop into the sea south of Bridport. 1 
at once proceeded to sea, and searched 
the alleged [dace of his descent, mak- 
ing due allowance for the wind and 
current. This proving unsuccessful, I 
crossed the Channel till we sighted the 
Casquets Light, and then returned in a 
north- west direction, ultimately reach- 
ing Weymouth at about 5 on Sunday 
morning, and have organized further 
.search. I am of opinion that what was 
seen to fall into the sea was not the 
balloon, but part of the gear, thrown 
out to lighten the balloon, as tho bal- 
loon could not have fallen so close to 
the shore as to be visible about 5 p. m. 



TTalklng Horses. 
Running tho risk of being set down m 
an old fogy, wo will say that in our opin- 1 

ion the best gait a horse over bad for ; 
every-day use is a walk; but it is a gait 
that not one in ten possesses. Colta 
are not trained to walk. Young Ameri- 
ca wants iuoro speed. Horses trained 
to walk fast would be a greater benefit to 
fanners in general than fast trotters, as 
almost all of his work haa to bo done 
with a walk. Horses that are engaged 
in hauling on tho roads, that are trained 
to walking fast, will make a longer dis- 
tance in a day than horses will that ore 
urged to trot at every convenient place, 
because, when a horso commences to 
walk after a trot, ho will go much slower 
than his common gait if kept on a walk, 
aud tho consequence is that ho will lose 
more than he gained. Where horseback 
traveling is indulged in, especially over 
muddy roads, any other gait than walk- 
ing is rem? -ed impossiblo, and yet a 
horso < ' In., been trained to walking 
fust cren over bud roads, will make 
from four to live milea an hour, but 
since tho introduction of light wagons a 
horse would bo expected to niuke a 
greater distance when hauling the wag- 
on over the same road, though it would 
bo by the aid of the whip, and very 
much to the prejudice of tho poor ani- 
mal. These one-horse buggies have put 
horseback riding out of fashion, and now 
a good walking horse is more raro than 
one that can trot a mile in less than 
three minutes, ft is, however, to tbo 
interest of the farmer that ho should 
train bis horses to walk fast.- Minneap- 
olis Tribune,

Mr. Theo. Davie aaid he appeared for 
the appellants. This was anneal From n 
judgment of the Chief Jiistice delivered 
on the 11th July, 1881. An action was 
brought against the defendants for negli- 
gently towing the ahi]> Thrasher on tho 
reiki thereby occasioning her loss. The 
writ was issued on tho 18th Oct., l.HSO, 
before tho Judicature Act came into force. 
The amended statement of plaintiffs was 
tiled 4th March, 1881. The defendants' 
statement was also amended 1'Jth April, 
1881. Issue was joined and notice of 
trial given on 29th April, 1881. The 
trial took placo before tho Chief Justiee 
and a special jury on tho 27th, 28th and 
29th days of Juno. Several exceptions 
wore taken by present appellants to direc- 
tions of Chief Justice to jury. On the 
11th .Tuly his lordship gave judgment in 
favor of defendants. Several orders 
enlarging tho timo for appeal were, 
made by the Chief Justice and Mr. Jus- 
tice Crease. Tho first order wiw made on 
the 4th July by Mr. Justice Crease. On 
11th of July, tho day on which the Chief 
Juatice gave judgment, Mr. Justice 
Crease made another order for stay of 
proceedings. On 28th July the Chief 
Justice made another order upon which 
application an appeal was made in Canada 
and refused. 

The Chief Justice— The circumstances 
wore very peculiar and 1 do not think it 
was an unreasonable order to make. 

Mr. Davie — It was a very reasonable 
ordor. Tho act limiting t lie right 
of appeal camo into force by procla- 
mation on the twenty-eighth of June, 
1881, by a singular coincidence just while 
thil ciuio was being hoard. The last order 
was madu on the 29th July, 1881. A 
notice of motion for h rehearing by the 
Full Court was given on the 24th Nov- 
ember. Tho hearing of tho motion has 
been adjourned from time to time. A 
session of the Full Court was called, 
under rule 401, for the 19th De- 
cember, on the constitutionality of 
the rules having been questioned. I 
road these orders to show that tho urn 
tion has not lapsed. I now contend that 
tho Full Court may sit on rehearing not- 
withstanding recent legislation on the 
subject. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Your position is that 
the local legislature cannot control the 
sittings of the Full Court I 

Mr. T. Davie — Practically, that ia my 
position. Tho learned counsel quoted 
from 112 Revised Statutes before con- 
federation to show that tho court had 
power to act as an appellate court, inas- 
much as tho Chief Juatico and Mr. Jus- 
tice Croaso, who then constituted tin- full 
court, had power to sit as such. 

Tho Chief Justice said the court before 
confederation frequently grantod a re- 
hearing. 

Mr. T. Davio— In 1879 tho local legis- 
lature passed tho Judicature Act which re- 
models the procoduro of the Supremo 
Court. This act was quoted to show that 
it was dependent upon rules of court to be 
made by tho lieut.-govornor-in-council. 
A code of rules was passed under the Act. 
Some question was raised as to tho val- 
idity of the rules. The learned counsel 
then proceeded to quote sections of tho 
Act and proclamations in support of his 
contention that tho right of appoal m 
caBOB under 8400 had been taken away. 
Eie impeached the rulo3 and the Act. 

Mr. JuBticeGray — Notwithstanding tho 
Act which says that the court shall sit 
whenever it chooses the legislature had 
passed an Act which allowed the court to 
sit but once a year. 

The Chief Justice doubted the power of 
the legislature; but said that the point 
questioned by his brother Gray was 
inconsiderable. 

Mr. Juatice Gray- But it is not an 
inconsiderable point. It is an important 
one. 

The Chief Justice — There is no doubt 
that an order-in-council was not issued. 

Mr. T. Davio — Whatever may bo the 
caso with other litigants, the plaintiffs in 
this case are not bound by the rules of 
procedure under the Judicature Act, 
which were not intended to alter the law. 
These rules had taken away a vested right 
which tho plaintiffs had beforo the 18th 
Oct., 1880. That was his contention. 

The Attorney-General — As the local 
legislature had no power to deal with the 
Court— is that what you say ? 

Mr. T. Davie — I'll stato my position 
presently. I maintain that the Act struck 
at veatod rights that existed before the 
Act was passed and which could not he 
affected by it. A decision of Lord Jus- 
tice Bramwell in Boy sen-.'.. Minor was cited 
in support of that position. 

The Chief Justice — That is strange. 
Lord Justico Bramwell has recently de- 
cided exactly contrary to the opinion just, 
quoted and tho Act. The question was 
whether the case was one of procedure or 
substantive law. 

Mr. Juatice Crease — The judges in the 
caao of Poyser Minor decided that it was 
procedure. 

Mr. Justico Gray — It was decided then 
that it was substantive law and tho right 
of the party to a rehearing was according- 
ly barred. 

Mr. Davie proceedod to reconcile tho 
decision of Mr. Justice Bramwell. 

A lengthy colloquy between the Chief 
Justice and counsel as to the moaning of 
Mr. Justice Bramwell's decision took 
place, 

Mr. Justico Crease — Two of the judges 
decided that it 7e?.$ a question of proce- 
dure. 

Mr. Davio said ho would show that the 
legislature had most materially altered 
the law sinco Oct., 1880, and that in tho 
middle of the action a clause of tho Act is 
put in force which literally slams the 
door in the faces of the plaintiffs in this 
action. Tho plaintiffs were non-residents 
and how could a rule be made effective 
disturbing vested righta as against tho 
plaintiffs / 

The Chief Justico— If they come within 
tho limits of this province they must com- 
ply with its laws. 

Mr. Dovie quoted from Bishop on Crim- 
inal Procedure to show the distinction 
between law and procedure. A decision 
of Lord Juatico Lush was also quoted 
showing that framing procedure waa a mat- 
ter in which discretion must exist. The 
judgos adopt a uniform rule for use in all 
cases; but what doos the legislature do 1 
Thoy pass an order in council claiming 
tho right to tuako suoh ruleB as thoy may 
from time to time boo fit. What was done 
in this case ? An Act was pasaod imme- 
diately after this verdict was obtained 



taking away the right of appeal from the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justico Gray said that weakened 
the case for the plaintiffs. It was an Act 
which affected all cases aliko, and it should 
be der.lt with as a broad principle If this 
is positive law there is no power on the 
part of the government to call another 
sitting of tho Court. 

Mr. Davio said tho Act constituted tho 
defendants judges in their own cause 
through the legislature of the province. 

Mr. Justice Gray— If c.u carry that 
much further you will say hat the attor- 
ney-general has no right to sit in tho 
House —going back to irresponsible days. 

The Chief Justico said that Mr. Justice 
Gray was evidently an old Tory and 
questioned the right of the people to gov- 
ern themselves. 

Mr. Justice Gray — 1 am an advocate of 
responsible >;.-.v«rnniunl to the fullest ex- 
tent. 

Mr, Davie contended that the Act of 
J8S1 and the rules under it are unconstitu- 
tional because they take the rights of tho 
parties from the judiciary and place them 
ni tin' hands of the government. That the 
local giivernmeiit had iiu right to deal 
with matters of procedure, tho Supreme 
Court not being organ iv-ed or maintained 
by the province That if such right is 
given it is given exclusively to tho legis- 
lature who cannot delegate that right. 
That the Dominion government has tho 
right tu utilue this court and to control 
its procedure so far as to require constant 
sessions and the local parliament has no 
right to pass anything in contravention 
of that right. That there is an inher- 
ent right in tho court in the powers 
conferred by the B. N. A. Act to advance 
appeals when the public interest requires 
it to be dune, ami that the legislature 
which limits the sitting to once a year 
takes away that inherent right anil ia con- 
sequently null and void. The caso of 
Christ's College vs. Gregory was cited to 
show that the local government had no 
right to repeal acts of parliament. 

Mr. Walkem — Wo know that. 

Mr. Davie— But you've done it, ir/io/ti.s 
bolvs. 

Mr. Justice Gray -said the argument of 
Mr. Davie went to show that the gover- 
nor in council had no right to repeal or 
alter acts of parliament their duty be- 
ing to carry out tho laws of parliament. 

Tho Chief Justico said a distinguished 
authority had said if judges were not fit 
to make rules they were not fit to be 
judges. 

Mr. Justice (I ray- If they are lit to be 
judges ihoy ought to bo trusted to do so. 
It cannot be put too strongly. 

Mr. T. Davie quoted Cooloy and sev- 
eral other atithoi ities. 

The Chief Justice remarked that the 
judges should have the right to alter the 
rules of court from time 10 time as well 
as to frame them. Mr. Davie's clionts 
are not the only sufferers under those 
rules. 

Attornoy-Guneral — If they are sufferers 
at all. 

Mr. T. Davio said that his clients 
were not complaining, although thoy 
had been suffering under those rules 
for two years and he did not know what 
to do. If it had to gu on much lunger 
witnesses would be out of the country and 
the ends of justico might be frustrated. 
He then referred to Mr. Justice Cray's 
decisions on municipal matters, His se- 
cond point that tho provincial legislature 
had no power to frame rules of court was 
next taken up. Ho submitted that tho 
only authority under which tho legisla- 
ture had power in such matters was aoc- 
tion 92, sub. -sec 13 of the B. N. A. Act. 
There were of course some inferior courts 
that could not frame their own procedure, 
such as the (iohl Commissioner's court; 
but that the legislature could 'tot take 
the position of judges. 

Mr. Justice (iray remarked that there 
were a great many things in which the 
judges had all the power and tin: legisla- 
ture none whatever. 

Mr. Davie in proceeding said that it 
had been suggested that section 129 of 
the B.N. A. Act recognized the power to 
framo rules of procedure by the legisla- 
ture. The section was read and comment- 
ed on. 

The Chief Justice remarked that every 
judicial officer was to remain in ollico 
after confederation as if the B.N. A. Act 
had not been in existence till the govern, 
ment of Canada took action with regard 
to them. 

Mr. T. Davie continued his argument 
and stated that bofore confederation the 
judges alone had the right to legislate in 
rules. of court; and those officers could 
not be interfered witli except by I he au- 
thority to which titey owed alleg- 
iance. The section he contended did not 
re fer tu the legislature and the legislature 
had no power to interfere with the court 
because it existed in (he province prior to 
confederation. The. delegation of power 
was next dealt with and he contended 
that this could not be done. American 
and other authorities were quoted in sup- 
port of the argument. The instance in 
question was the first one in which tho 
legislature had attempted such a thing in 
any country. Tho power vested in legis- 
lature waa not a sovereign one for they 
were governed by the power which organ- 
ized them. A long list of authorities was 
cited in support "f his contention and 
decisions of eminent judges read. Tho 
Ontario ease of the Queen vs. Hodge was 
referred to in which, direct delegation of 
[lower was declared to be beyond the pro- 
vince of local legislatures. With refer- 
ence to the sittings of the full court Ihe 
learned counsel contended that theie was 
a conflict of jurisdiction if it were not to 
sit more than [once a year. One or two 
judges resided in Victoria, another in New 
Westminster, a fourth in Clinton and the 
other one in Cariboo and it. would be a 
physicial impossibility to get them to- 
gether more than once a year. Besides 
there was nothing to prevent the legisla- 
ture from sending one of the judges to 
Kootenay or Cassiar at a time of year 
when it would bo impossible for him to 
get down for the purpose of attending a 
full court. 

The Chief Justice remarked that thoy 
might be sent much further into the Rocky 
Mountains than Kootenay. 

Mr. Davie continued and said that Mr. 
Justico McCreight was now in Cariboo 
and would stay there till this question was 
decided. He had just been reminded that 
a judge had no authority to leave his own 
circuit to do duty in any other circuit un- 
less the judge in that circuit waa incapa- 
citated or incompetent to do duty. 

Mr. Justice Gray remarked that if such 
were the case the soonor he got away the 
better unless it cvuld be shown that his 
brothers, the Chief Juatice and Hon. Jus- 
tico Crease, were incompetent or incapa- 
citated. 

Mr. Davie then referred to the old court 
of Vancouver island under Mr. Juatice 
Needham and the formation of a partial 
but unsatisfactory court of appeal by the 
incorporation of the present Chief Juatice 
theh the judge of the separate colony of 
British Columbia. 

The Chief Justice slated that nothing 
whatever was done under that arrange- 
ment. 

Mr. Davie referred to cases that had 



! boon heard before confederation and, re- 
viewed tho history of the full court and 
tho legislation thereon. This culminated 
in the decision of the legislature that the 
court should si! at any thna required for 
tho hearing of case. This legislation was 
now dashed to the ground and tho court 
was to ait only once a year. A 
further ground was taken, and the last, 
that there is an inherent right in the 
court to framo its own rules, maintaining 
I that where irreparable injury would cn- 
j sue the court had the power to protect 
I tho plaintiffs. The court had that power 
I" by the B. N. A. Act, ami 'he question 
i now was how could the legislature take the 
! power away from them. The legislature 
! was given power to say how justice 
i should be administered, but here they h»d 
! actually said the law should not be ad- 
■ ministered. 

The Chief Juatice aaid he had always 
I regarded the case as one of extreme hard- 
I ship. It was laid down in Dr. Bonham'a 
case that, if a law is opposed to juatice and 
equity it may he declared null and void. 

Mr. Davie— If we admit the right of a 
local legislature to limit an appoal to once 
a year there would be no limit to the time. 
It might be made 2, 4 or years. 

Mr. Justico Gray— This ia a question 
whether or not the presiding judge had 
stated what was the lav/ of the laud. The 
plaintiffs say he did not. They do not ask 
for the right to appeal, but for a rehoar- 
ing. 

The court said if would like to hear 
Mr. Walkem on the other aide. 

Mr. Walkem said ho was ready as soon 
as the other counsel had apoken. 

Mr. Drake and Mr. l'ooley informed 
the court that they had no instructions to 
take part in the argument on tho con- 
stitutional points that had been raised. 

Mr. Walkem then proceeded to address 
the bench in reply. Lie said he would 
nut refer to the reflections which counsel 
had cast upon his honor in council. They 
wero botterleft unanswered. He claimed 
that the legislature was perfectly compet- 
ent to limit the sitting of the court, fie 
would deal with the constitution of tho 
province, the constitution of theSupiomo 
Court and the power of the government 
to framo rules. It hail been contended 
that the Supreme Court of the province is 
a federal court. British Columbia or New- 
Caledonia was acquired by occupation as 
distinguished from a country acquired 
by conquest or treaty. When Mr. Four- 
nier was minister of justice he (Mr. Walk- 
am) had had occasion to go into this ques- 
tion thoroughly. 

Tho Chief Justice pointed out that the 
terms of the treaty of 181(1 comprehend- 
ed this territory. 

Mr. Walkem aaiil that the Chief Jus- 
tice in his memorandum had cited the 
words "Imperial authority." The Chief 
Justico had derived his authority tu hold 
a court from the colonial government. 

The Chief Justice — Not a bit of it. 1 
did not get my commission from the col- 
onial government. I got it from tho Im- 
perial govern mon t. 

Mr. Walkem - I am aware of that; but 
what I aay is that tho colonial govern- 
ment constituted this Court. With regard 
to the conquest of a coun'ry that country 
must submit to the laws i i the conquer- 
or; but in case of a country acquired by 
occupation Parliament had alone power 
to framo laws for its government. This 
country was acquired by occupation and 
the granting of commission to a judge did 
not constitute a court any more than tho 
appointment of a lieut. -governor consti- 
tuted a colony. An Act of parliament 
was necessary in either caso. Copious 
authorities were adduced in support of 
this position, the learned counsel going 
back as far n- 1858 to show that the Colo- 
ny of British Columbia was constituted 
with parliamentary powers that wero dis- 
tinct from the powers of the Imperial 
parliament. An Act passed here cainc 
into force at once and until disallowed 
Acts wore not withhold from operation 
until her Majesty's approval had been re- 
ceived except by proclamation. 

The argument was continued at great 
length, and at 5 o'clock 

The Court adjourned till Sal unlay at 
10^, a.m. 

Tbo Arnorican Electoral Oollorjo, 

We have been asked as to the mode of 
electing the president and vice-president 
of the United States. Neither officer is 
voted for by name; but in each State 
each party nominates a number of its par- 
tisans and terms them "presidential elec- 
tors." Tho voter deposits a ballot which 
contains the name of one presidential 
elector for every senator and representa- 
tive it may send to Congress. For in- 
stance: California has representatives 
and 2 senators. Therefore that Stato is 
entitled to eight electors. New York has 
34 representatives and 2 senators, and is 
entitled to 3G presidential electors. After 
the election the electors who have been 
chosen from each State either meet at 
Washington or entrust the ballot of the 
State to one of their nunihor to cast. Tho 
assoniblago at Washington is called tho 
Electoral College. The college votes for 
the president and their decision ia final.

of this nature in cases of scalp wounds 
gives a promising outlook for this new 
modo of curing baldness ; and perhaps 
tho day is not far distant -when the Binn- 
ing pates of our venerable fathers will 
bloom with the flowing locks of youth. 

Toothwash. — According to the Journal 
of Pharmacy, an excellent tooihwash 
containing glycerine is mado as follows ; 
Soap bark, ground, 4 ounces ; glycerine, 
8 ounces ; diluted alcohol, suflice'nt for 2 
pints ; oil of gaultheria, 60 drops ; oil oi 
peppermint, 20 drops. Macerate tho soap 
Lark in tho mixture of glycerine and 
diluted alcohol for tbv°o or four days, 
and filter through a little magnesia pre- 
viously triturated with the volatile oil. 
Thus mado, a much better preparation 
is obtained than by macerating the burk 
in tho dilute alcohol, aud adding the 
glycerine afteiward. 

How to Treat a Cold. — When 
you get chilly all over and away 
into your bones, antl begin to suiflle and 
almost strugglo fn:- your breath, just 
begin in time and your tribulations ne<id 
not last very long. Get somo powdered 
borax and snuff tho dry powder up your 
nostrils. Get your camphor bottle, smell 
it frequently, pour some on your hand- 
kerchief and wipe your nose with it when- 
ever needed. Your nose will not get 
sore and you will soon wonder what's 
become of your cold. Begin this treat- 
ment in tho forenoon and keep on at 
intervals until you go to bed, aud you 
will sleop as -well as you over did. I 
am just tolling you my experience. 
— Nellie, in Gcnnanlown Telegraph. 

Food for Health. —It is diffi- 
cult to lay down any strict rule 
as to tho amount of food to bo taken 
in twenty-four hours by grown-up peo- 
ple. Men require more animal food 
then women, and thoso engaged in ac- 
tive exorcise require much more than 
those ■who live a sedentary life. Labor- 
ers can get through much more work in 
a day -when well fed than when living on 
a moderate diet. Tho different kinds of 
food should be well apportioned; it is 
equally bad to live on a purely farina- 
ceous diet as it would bo to take only fat 
or meat. What is required for s state of 
health is to tako a fair proportion oi 
each. It is important, also, that meals 
should be taken with regularity, as it is 
a very bad plan to allow intervals oi vary- 
ing lengths between meals. It has boen 
estimated that tho food required every 
twenty-four hours by a man iu full 
health, and taking free exercise, is of 
meat 16 oz. ; of bread 19 oz. ; fat 3 J oz. ; 
and water 52 fluid oz. ; that is about 
2\ lbs. of solid food, and about three 
pints of fluid. 

A Water Filter. — Serious sickness 
would often be averted from the house- 
bold if, among other sanitary regulations, 
none but filtered water was drunk by 
its members. Water may look and 
taste liko tho purest, and still contain 
disease-germs that wo would retreat 
from in horror if thoy but presented 
themselves duly labeled. Wells, cis- 
torna and springs that occupy ground 
lower than that of drains, vaults or 
barnyards, within a hundred feet or 
more, should bo regarded with suspi- 
cion, no matter how "splendid" the 
water may appear, A good and efiieient 
filter can bo mado iu this way : Take 
a cask, remove one end and set it up- 
right, tho open end at the top. At 
ons-third of the distance from the bot- 
tom placo a round partition, piercod 
with small holes. On this arrange a 
layer' ot clean, small pebbles, and over 
them a layer of charcoal aud sand, 
topping it with more pebbles. Over 
this put another with holes iu it, or a 
layer of good-sized stones, to prevent 
the pebbles from being disturbed when 
water is poured in. A faucet is to be 
placed iu the bottom to draw off tho 
water. A pail of water and a lump of 
ice placed in the top of the cask and 
closely covored supplies tho perfection 
of drinking water for twenty-four 
hours.
